This news, which was confirmed at
the banking rooms of the Unlon Trust
Company, where the interest on the
company's bond |ssue has heretofore
been regulorly puld, flew llke wild fire
through the Anancial district today and
caused a startling sensation,

annum, payable semi-snnually in Jan
unry and Juiy at the rate of §2.00 per
coupon.

Notwithstanding the depression In
the company's affalrs and the low price
10 which the eanital smtock has fallen
(the Intter wans sred at $2.50 per share
on June #, with all the assessments
paldy, the Inter=#t on the bonds has
been regulnrly pald and when the ex-
chunge win st In sesslon they were
quoted at 81, Yeurs ago the bonds

Under the law, the Oceanlc Steams-
ship Company has six months in which
to pay the Interest from the time of
default, At the expiration of thue time
the bondholders can bring foreclosurs
proceedings.

JONES
FOR MURDER

George Jones, the kanaka, has been
oomimited (o Loe cusiody of the Sheriff
of Ban Mateo County and beld, with-
out bail, to face a charge of murdering
Mra, Elizabeth Brandrup In his room
Irf the Linden Hptel at Baden on June
o N

The prellminary hearing before Jus-
tice Hannon, which haa lssted several
days, came to an end yesterday, says
the Call of July 7, and resulted in the
holding of the accused man for trial
in the Buperior Court of the State. The
three days’ hearing brought out a pre-
ponderance of testimony against the
suspect, even the witnesses for the de-
| tense giving boomerang evidence for
the prisoner's cause,

! The summary of the hearing Is clear-
| ¥ and succinetly set forth in the words
of Jusilee Hannon:

“1I have had time during the hear-
Ing to glve thix case ample consldern-
tlon,” he eald, *“and do not belleve,
muking allowance for slight discrep-
ancles, that the witness for the prose-
cution nre mistaken In thelr teastimony,
I would be the last person to do the
defendant o wrong, but I eannot be-
liove his testimony I8 true., 1 cannot
belleve that the defendant's testlmony
Is even probable.”

From the time the carpenter. I. T.
Hansen, testified to hearing the denth
sereama of the vietim in Jonesa' room
the demeanor of the prisoner has un-
| dérgone a change. He showed nothing
of the bravado westerday that has
churacterized his early actlon during
the hearlng. When witnesses called
by the defense falled to corroborate
his statements as to his whereabouts
on the day of the murder Jones' black
hair became damp with persplration.

Throughout the hearing he has eald
that he would be set free at lis con-
vlusion, Although the court’s opinion
wis anticipated by almost every one
in the courtroom, the decision came ns
a shock to the prisoner,

There was a hurrled conversation
between the anccused man, his brother,
Charles Jones, and his attorney, Harry
Styles, but no word was given out by
any of them concerning the line of de-
fense they will adopt ut the murder
trial,

The testimony during the dny did not
develop startling features, Harry Coff-
land, on whom the defense at one time
tried to cast susplelon. was present
under a subpoena served by the de-
fense., He swore that he saw  Mrs,
Brandrup enter the hotel a few min-
utes before she was killed and had
feen Jones talking to her on n street
corner Just before,
